8inee the adoption of this rule in 
1872 it has been more or less of a 
thorn In the flesh of the Methodist 
body and in recent years has been ob­ 
solete so far as the mutter of enforce­ 
ment was concerned. 
It has been 
merely held as a menace to offenders. 
and but rarely has a minister bad the 
temerity to attem pt its enforcement. 
Four years ago an attem pt was 
made to abolish th** provision, but it 
b**gau lit** in the conference and In 
the pressure of other business was set 
aside for further consideration. Those 
elements that backed th** original ef­ 
fort, the conservatives of the church, 
are preparing to renew th** effort in 
the coming convention. 
It Is argued by those opposing the 
rule thai it puts restrictions upon the 
younger members under which they 
continually chafe, and renders almost 
certain deliberate violation, which oft­ 
en leads to greater liberties. 
Further, 
they argue that there are even more 
dangerous indulgences 
than 
any 
of 
those prescribed that ar** not touched 
by any rule of discipline. 
Thus*' who favor the retention of the 
rule hold its observance as a mark of 
peculiar sanctity and urge that any 
detraction from the strict discipline in 
tile past 32 years will be an instant 
signal for the cry on th** part of the 
other denominational churches that 
the Methodists are letting down the 
liars. 
The effect of this is feared. 
It is impossible to forecast the tem­ 


p e r of the conference. 
At the coming 
session will be encountered conditions 
that are unusual, aud which huve not 
been possible In former conferences. 
or instance, the number of lay dele­ 
gates to this conference will equal the 
number of ministerial delegates and of 
the lay delegates numbers will un 
questionably he women.

T he abolishm ent of the rule of dis­ 


cipline of th** 
M ethodist 
Episcopal 


church relating to card playing, (lanc­ 
ing and th ea tre going will Im* one of 
the points of interesting discussion in 
the next general conference, to be held 
In I a >h Angeles next May. 
Since th** adoption of this rule in 
1872 it has been m ore or less of a 
thorn In the flesh of the M ethodist 
body and in recent years has been ob ­ 
solete so far as th#* m atter of enforce­ 
ment 
was concerned. 
It has been 
m erely held as a m enace to offenders, 
and but purely bas a m inister had th e 
tem erity to a tte m p t lls enforcem ent. 
Four 
years 
ago an a tte m p t 
w as 
m ade to abolish th** provision, but It 
began lite in th** conference and in 
th** p ressu re of other business was set 
aside for fu rth er consideration. Titos* 
elem ents that hoiked the original ef 
fort, th** conservatives of th e church, 
are p reparing to renew th#* effort in 
th** com ing convention. 
It is argued by those opposing the 
rule th a t it puts restrictions upon th** 
younger m em bers under which th ey 
continually chnfe. and renders alm ost 
certain deliberate violation, which o ft­ 
en leads to g re ater liberties. 
F u rth er, 
they argue th a t there are even m ore 
dangerous indulgences 
than 
any 
of 
those prescribed that are not touched 
by any rule of discipline. 
Those who favor tin* retention of th e 
rule hold its observance as a m ark of 
peculiar sanctity and urge th a t any 
detraction from the strict discipline In 
the past 32 years will Im* an in stan t 
signal for the cry on th** part of th e 
o th er denom inational 
churches that 
the M ethodists ar#* letting down th* 
bars. 
T he effect of this is feared. 
It is Impossible to forecast th e te m ­ 
per of th e conference. 
At th** com ing 
session will Im* encountered conditions 
that are unusual, and which have not 
been possible In burner conferences. 
or Instance, the num ber of lay dele­ 
gates to this conference will equal the 
num ber of m inisterial delegates and of 
the lay delegates num bers 
will 
un 
questionably he women. 
In all, th ere will he between six and 
seven hundred delegates, of which It 
is estim ated th at at least 75 p e r cent 
will be delegates who w ere eith e r not 
delegates to th e last conference, or 
have not been delegates to any p rev­ 
ious conference. 
How such a g a th e r­ 
ing will act it is wholly impossible to 
indicate. 
E astern m inisters particularly have 
been vigorously discussing the subject 
in recent weeks. Last week at a m eet­ 
ing of the M ethodist m inisters of New 
York the expression was unanim ous 
against th e rule. 
New York m inisters 
will doubtless precipitate the fight up 
on the fu rth er continuance of the p ro 
vision, early in the conference, ami 
they will have the support of all the 
conservative delegates. 
Columbus m inisters generally agree 
th at the rule is without effect; th a t its 
adoption a t the outset was unw ise 
and that at present it is a dead let 
ter. 
No m inister attem p ts to enforce 
It, they freely admit, and but for the 
fact th at its abolishm ent might be mis 
construed it would be a wise ste p to 
sum m arily wipe it out of existence. 
Rev. N. \V. Dick, presiding eld er of 
the lo n d o n district of the Ohio confer 
encc, in speaking of 
the 
proposed 
movem ent, said: 
"But for the m isun­ 
derstanding and m isinterpretation that. 
is almost certain to follow such ac 
Hon. I believe that it would be entirely 
wise to set aside the provision. 
“Th** rule is really a dead letter in 
the discipline and its effect is d etri­ 
m ental ra th e r than helpful. The young 
people very largely ignore it. and in 
so doing are apt to acquire a careless­ 
ness with regard to other rules that it 
is essential they should observe. 
‘ It was a m istake that it was ever 
adopted, and most unfortunate. 
E xpe­ 
rience has shown that when you a t­ 
tem pt to catalogue am usem ents a s op­ 
posed and perm issable you are getting 
int#* deep water. 
Many m ore baneful 
diversions th an those specified in this 
rule are not covered by it. 
"W hile it is not the spirit of those 
desiring the abolishm ent of the rule 
to favor dancing, card playing or the­ 
atre going, there is always a d anger 
that should tho conference take such 
action it would be wrongly construed. 
It is this fear alone that has so long 
preserved it. 
"An effort was m ade at the last g e n ­ 
eral conference four years ago in Chi­ 
cago, but it failed to carry. 
This was 


partially due to the lateness of the ef­ 
fort and partially to a vigorous opposi­ 
tion. 
T he m em ber* f* n*•<•*! til# result 
of th** criticism of o th er denom ina­ 
tions. 
"One of the most ludicrous incidents 
of iii** attem pt w a s an am endm ent of 
feted to th#* rill** offered by F. W Ar­ 
ter of Cleveland. 
This added to danc­ 
ing, and card playing and theatre go­ 
ing a wide diversity of other popular 
am usem ents. 
It was offered in a spir­ 
it of burlesque. 
"Football, baseball, 
horse racing, 
skating rink atten d an ce, horse shows, 
popular concerts, sacred concerts on 
th** Sabbath, ami a score o f other kin- 
tired am u sem en ts were all catalogued 
It wus naturally tabled, hilt it served 
to show tm* inconsistency of th** rule 
nuder discussion. 
"As the rule stan d s ifs effect is only 
advisory, 
it carries with it nothing 
tat Is really binding upon the conduct 
of church m em bers. 
No 
m inister 
would think in th is day of bringing to 
trial the m em bers of any family who 
practiced dancing within their home 
ami Hi#* family m em bership, although 
It is in direct violation of the rule. 
"T he m a tte r has not been given a t­ 
tention by m e Ohio conference, nor 
has It been discussed In 
the 
local : 
preachers' m eetings, but I believe that 1 
the sentim ent Is largely for the alxd -j 
ishm ent of the rule if it can ho done I 
without arousing a cry th at we are j 
letting down the bars. 
Personally I; 
believe that It would he far better for 
th** church to re tu rn to th** old rill* 
that w hatever diversions that cannot 
he taken iii the nam** of the Lord 
Jesu s should be b arred .”

(Cspvrltrht UM by American Pr*«» Association] 
On Nov. 24, 
1758, the 
victorious 
army of General Forbes marched down 
onto the plain which is now the lower 
part of (he city of Pittsburg and took 
possession for Great’ Britain of the 
recently evacuated ruins of the French 
Fort Duquesne. 
The advance of the 
army was led by the noted Americans, 
Colonel* W ashington and Armstrong, 
and their troops probably caught tho 
first sight of the sm oking em bers of 
th® fam ous ruins 
im m ediately on 
tailing possession the British flu sr was 
raised on this sjxit for which arm ies 
had marched and fought for so m ary 
years 
An in terestin g question, now som e­ 
what hard to determ ine accurately, U 
as to whose hand raised the first Brit 
bsh flag on the site of Fort Pitt. 
Bancroft says of (his event: ‘‘Arm 
strong’* own hand raised the British 
flag over the ruined bastions of the 
fortress.”
